Money unex- V., dnD De it enafted, That if, after the faid court-houfe and prifon fhall
ES:M&S, PP have been built and ere@ed as aforefaid, on the lot of ground aforefaid,
any of the money by this act direGed to be recovered, levied and colle@-
ed as aforefaid fhall remain in the hands of the faid commiffioners, unex-
pended in the ereétion of the faid buildings, the fame fhull be applied to-

wards defraying the expences of the faid county.
